T is the duckling that pays. 
A life of nine or ten 
weeks—a life of gobble, 
guzzle, and cram —is that 
of the merry duckling.

through. This man put his back against a boulder, 
and went on playing ‘‘The Cock o’ the North” to 
encourage the men to fight; and fight they did. He found 
out by the Times that that piper’s name was Findlater. He 
believed he had been recommended for the Victoria Cross, 
and he hoped he would get it, so that he would be an 
honour and credit to that great Scotch regiment, and an 
honour and credit to the Irishmen serving in it.

As to the slander, he 
pleaded that the words were true in substance and in fact, 
The plaintiff said that in 1887 he was appointed professor 
of the violin at the Newcastle College of Music, The 
defendant’s wife had been a student at the college for some 
years. On June 22, 1896, he met the defendant at the 
Central Station, Newcastle, and the defendant immediately 
said his wife had confessed everything. He asked for an 
explanation, and the defendant charged him with having 
committed misconduct with his wife. The plaintiff denied 
the charge most emphatically. The defendant threatened 
to expose him to Mr. Alderson, the principal of the college. 
The jury found for the wefendant on the slander, and for 
the plaintiff, with a farthing damages, on the claim for 
assault. The defendant having paid a shilling into Court 
in respect of the claim for assault, the Judge entered judg- 
ment for him, with the general costs of the action.

A Chevalier and Vicomtesse in the London 
Probate Court.—A P./.P. Artist last week sketched 
the principals in a peculiar case—the strange will suit of 
Daunt and another v. Lumley and another. The principal 
defendant, who was propounding the will of March 13, 
1895, Alice Monique Wood, known as the Vicomtesse de 
Montfleuri, was not present for cross-examination when 
she was called but she subsequently appeared, and deposed 
that her rrandfather was named De Mourant, and 
his cousin had the title. When she came into the title she 
received the family jewels—-some sapphires, diamonds, and 
rubies —which she had sold. The main allegation in the 
case was that the will produced on behalf of the Vicomtesse 
was a forgery. The jury stopped the case, end found that 
the will of March 13, 1895, was not duly executed, and his 
Lordship revoked the probate and pronounced against it. 
He admitted a previous will, dated March 11, 1895, to 
probate, and condemned. defendant in costs. 


An Unusual Matrimonial Case attracted the 
attention of a P.J.P. Artist in the London Divorce Court, 
presided ever by Mr. Justice Barnes on Nov. 19. It was 
the suit of Kaufmann v. Kaufmann. Mrs. Francesco 
Kaufmann sued for a decree of restitution of conjugal 
rights. The defence set up was a deed of separation 
executed en Feb. 22, 1894, which, it was alleged, had been 
obtained by misrepresentation and by duress, the wife 
pleading that she was not at the time in a fit state of mind 
to execute the deed. Mr. Newall, for the petitioner, said 
that the marriage took place in 1889 at Higher Broughton, 
Manehester». Shortly before the marriage was solemnised, 
the respondent applied to the petitioner for a sum of £1000, 
which she gave him, and obtained a receipt. They were of 
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the Jewish faith. The fact that the petitioner was childless 
was @ source of disagreement between them, and ulti- 
mately the-wife went to Germany, and afterwards adopted a 
child five or six weeks old. This she passed off as the child 
of her husband. The husband, however, discovered the 
aep ion, and there were painful scenes between the pair. 
Within a few hours after the deception was discovered, a 
deed of separation was presented to the petitioner, which 
she at first refused to execute. The Judge said that the 
petitioner acted very foolishly in regard to the adoption of 
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the child, and in passing it off as her own, but in the 
circumstances he saw no reason to refuse her petition, and 
he granted her a decree for the restitution of conjugal 
rights, with costs. 


The Stroud Green Divorce Again. — Emily 
Brown and Alice Hillier, domestic seryants, were, at Bow 
Street Police Court last Monday, charged with committing 
perjury in the Bailey divorce case in the High Court. Each 
prisoner, on her arrest, asserted that she had merely told 
the truth. ‘They were remanded, Sir James Vaughan 
stating that he would accept as bail two sureties in twenty- 
five pounds each, or one in fifty pounds. Bail was forth- 
coming, and the prisoners were liberated.

His Lord- 
ship found that Mrs. Edwards had been guilty of 
misconduct with some person unknown, and granted Dr, 
Edwards a decree nisi, with custody of the child of the 
marriage. The co-respondent Wilson (who denied the 
allegation against him) was dismissed from the suit. Tt 
was openly commented on in Court that this was not the 
first time a lady had brought a false charge against an 
innocent man to shield her real lover.

when there can be no doubt that the indomitable 
energies and splendid skill and courage of our 
gallant guardians from fire, seconded most ably 
by the City Police, saved: us from the terrible 
calamity of a second 


Great Fire of London. 


As it was, it wus exceedingly fortunate that no 
loss of life attended so huge a fire as that which 
Commander Wells and his merry men finally 
subdued on the Friday of last week—a conflagra- 
tion faithfuliy mirrored in a P.J.P. Artist’s 
Drawing from the stone gallery outside St. 
Paul’s Cathedral. Lucky indeed was it for the 
army of workers in and around Wells Street that 
the fire broke out about dinner-time—at the 
premises of Messrs. W. Lewis and Co., ostrich- 
feather merchants, 15, Wells Street. In the 
official report the ‘‘ cause of fire °? was said to be 
unknown. At a few minutes before one o’clock 
a policeman, seeing flames, warned the occupants 
and blew his whistle. Within a few moments 
several of his comrades were on the spot, and 
the Brigade having been summoned, the police 
turned their attention to the neighbouring ware- 
houses. In many of these

buildings, and a panic seemed inevitable. But 
the energy of the police and the coolness of 
managers and foremen served to reassure the 
terrified mob, and in a few minutes Hamsell 
Street and Wells Street were compuratively 
clear. Messrs. Waller, Brown, and Co., mantle- 
manufacturers, employed a number of young 
people, and when the fire occurred the girls, in a 
state of great excitement, made their way to the 
roof, from which they crossed to an adjoining 
building, and thus escaped. 

Nearly a quarter of an hour elapsed before the 
first engine arrived. This delay was due to the 
crowded traffic in the City, which made progress, 
even with the best of wills, extremely slow. As 
an illustration of the extreme difficulty with 
which the firemen had to contend in making 
their way through the dense mass of vehicles, it 
may be mentioned that ‘‘Jumbo,’? the most 
powerful fire-engine in the world, came to a dead 
stop haif-a-dozen times, and finally had to be 
driven upon the footpath in order to escape from 
what seemed to be an impasse. 


Commander Wells, 
Chief of the Brigade, who gave the order for this 
move, was loudly cheered by the thousands of 
spectators. As soon as he arrived at the scene 
of the outbreak Commander Wells, realising the 
danger, gave instructions for a general call. 
From that moment onward engines and hose- 
carts arrived in quick succession, until no fewer 
than forty-one powerful machines were panting 
and throwing out myriads of sparks in Alders- 
gate Street, Jewin Street, and Fore Street. 
Many of them came from distant parts of the 
Metropolis, and the whole strength of the 
Snlvage Corps was at the command of the regular 
brigade.

HOW THE LONDON FIRE BRIGADE SAVED CRIPPLEGATE CHURCH, 
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P.I.P. Artist illustrates the spectacle, his perch 
having been the great stone gallery running 
round the base of the dome of the Cathedral. 
“ Here, far above the housetops (wrote another 
Press Correspondent), I could obtain an uninter- 
rupted view of the great conflagation, looking 
straight out through the openings in the mussive 
stone balustrade, over the brilliantly lighted root 
of the General Post Office, into the very heart of 
the fire. I watched one corner—at the back of 


Redcross Street, so far as I could judge—with 
curious interest. What appeared to be a 
bright spark, from where I was standing, 


gradually, almost imperceptibly, began to grow. 
From a red-hot centre it developed into a 
flame. It appeared to be out of the reach of 
any of the firemen, and as it grew it lit up a 
cluster of houses at the back. For five minutes 
no one noticed it, but suddenly a shout went up, 
half-a-dozen tiny forms flitted by the blaze, and 
half-a-dozen hose-pipes were turned on to the 
spot. Then came a series of crashes, followed 
| by showers of sparks. From where I stood I 
could easily imagine that a whole brigade had 
been engulfed after that crash, for everybody 
seemed confined in a perilously small compass.
